NEW YORK, April 15 -Clirford R Hart-
ridge, one of the attorneys who defended
Harry K. Thaw in hix frst trial for the
murder of Stanford White, falled today In
hin effort ta collect from Mrs, Mary Copley
Thaw, the prisoner's mother, & balance of
o0 for counsel fees and disbursements
which he claimed 10 be due him.

More than that, Judgs Holt of the United
Etaten cireult court, In den¥ing & motlon
to sel anide the scaled verdict of the jury
which had heard Hartridge's sult against
Mra Thaw, made the senrationsl siatement
thet an Inguiry wans called for regarding
the professional conduct of Hartridge and
to determine whether ground existed for a
perjury prosecutlon.

Hartridge had already been paid $32,000.
His suit for S200 and Interest, which he
clalmed to ba due as a balance, has been
on trial for several days. The jury took
the etse yeaterday afternoon and a verdiot
wan ordered,

Durihg the trial Mre. Thaw and Harry
Thaw testified as witnesses for the defense
Hariridge was & withess In hin own behalf,
Ha recountsd numerous payménts he
cislmed to have made to women in smooth-
Ing out certaln wtorles concerning Thaw.
